One of the biggest mountain 
lions ever caught in San Ber- 
nardino mountains met his 
death near here this morning at 
the hands of the versatile Carl 
Hert, county trapper. The big 
game that is known to have 
taken a heavy toll in deer life. 
was captured in a heavy steel 
trap on San Sevaine flats. 
huge carcass, displayed here to- 
day, attracted considerable at- 
tention. 

Sportsmen and others viewed 
the lion and heard the interest- 
ing Mr. Hert relate his exper- 
iences in trailing and trapping 
the enemy of mountain game. 
Today’s capture is Mr. Hert’s 
79th lion, although he catches 
many coyotes and _ bob-cats 
every month. 

Twice previously the lion had 
been in the trapper’s traps. 
Not so long ago a toe torn from 
the animal was~ found in a 
sprung trap. The lion caught 
today was minus the toe. At 
an earlier date Mr. Hert’s trap 
failed to hold this same animal, 
according to the report he gave 
interested onlookers this morn- 
ing. 

Mr. Hert’s activities are main- 
tained by the county for the pur- 
pose of keeping at a minimum 
the number of predatory ani- 
mals in the forest.

Preparation of a _ business 
license ordinance “that will allow 
as free a flow of trade and com- 
merce as is consistent with good 
city management”, was recom- 
mended to the city council by a 
special committee last night. 

The committee, consisting of 
Paul Hottel, G. A. Andreas ana 
Gene Nisbet, submitted its recom- 
mendation after two weeks of 
careful study of the local license 
ordinance and similar ordinances 
in other cities. The committee’s 
recommendation cited the Pomona 
ordinance as a pattern. The rec 
ommendation also called upon the 
mayor to appoint a committee of 
five to further study the matte. 

‘It is suggested that special at- 
tention be paid to classification, 
that the burden may rest equally 
upon the shoulders of those in 
various income brackets”, read the 
recommendation. 

A representative of the Munici- 
pal License association was pres- 
ent and stated that a wholesaler’s 
tax of about $10 a year would be 
regarded as equitable.

In showing how all peoples are 
indebted to the culture of ancient 
India, Mrs. Fox declared that from 
India came all European lan- 
guages, the first written gram- 
mar (about 750 B. C.), the first 
literature, especially poetry, 
drama, fables and myths, all with 
deep symbolical meaning. India 
is the mother of logic, she said, 
and of astronomy and mathemat- 
ics, law, free education in higher 
institutions, etc. 

The great wealth of India in 
past centuries she contrasted with 
the dire poverty and ignorance 
that now exist in that country, 
particularly in Southern and Cen- 
tral India. 

In closing, Mrs. Fox predicted 
that in years to come India will 
show to the world a country that 
can conquer and lead without re- 
sorting to war.
